MINUTES 

OF  THE 

ANNUAL  MEETING  --  April  3,  4,  5,  1973 


The  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Women  of  the  Church  of  Concord  Presbytery 
was  in  the  form  of  a  Celebration,  using  I  Peter  2:9  as  a  theme  verse:   "You  have 
been  chosen  by  God  Himself  --  you  are  God's  very  own  --  all  this  so  that  you  may 
show  to  others  how  God  called  you  out  of  the  darkness  into  His  wonderful  light." 

Mrs.  John  W.  McQueen,  President,  called  the  first  session  to  order  at  7:00 
P.M.,  following  a  bountiful  meal  in  the  Fellowship  Hall  of  the  Highland  Church 
in  Winston-Salem,  and  a  cordial  welcome  was  expressed  by  the  local  President, 
Mrs.  Donald  Mumy. 

Exciting  summaries  of  happenings  within  the  seven  Areas  during  the  past 
year  were  reported  by  the  Area  Chairmen,  bearing  proof  of  love  in  work  and  wor- 
ship.  Attendance  totaled  230. 

The  restructuring  process  underway  in  the  Presbytery  was  explained  by  the 
Rev.  Ralph  Underwood,  with  the  work  involving  larger  representation  by  lay  peo- 
ple on  the  seven  Task  Forces:   Ministry  to  Youth  (rated  No.  1  priority  by  120 
of  130  churches),  Revitalization  of  Congregational  Life,  Outreach,  Ministry  to 
Community,  Leadership  Development  in  the  Local  Congregation,  Leadership  Develop- 
ment Beyond  the  Local  Church,  and  Development  and  Use  of  Church  Professionals. 
He  explained  the  structure  of  the  Coordinating  Council  composed  of  seven  women, 
seven  laymen,  seven  clergy  (three  from  each  Area),  and  two  youth. 

Mrs.  H.  Cone  McPherson,  Synodical  President,  spoke  of  restructuring  on 
Synod  level,  emphasizing  that  there  will  be  no  changes  on  the  local  level,  al- 
though Synodical  offices  will  terminate  July  1,  1973,  with  the  Board  of  Women's 
Work  being  phased  out  the  first  of  1974  as  Women's  Work  becomes  a  part  of  the 
total  church  structure  under  the  General  Executive  Board. 

Mrs.  Jule  Spach,  missionary  to  Brazil,  brought  firsthand  knowledge  of  the 
thrilling  ways  that  God  is  at  work  in  that  country  and  of  the  tremendous  oppor- 
tunities for  our  women  to  share  in  spreading  the  Good  News  as  the  new  highway 
in  Brazil  is  being  built. 

Two  young  people  from  Winston-Salem,  Loretta  Porter  and  Walter  Muller, 
shared  songs  of  praise,  joy,  and  commitment,  inspiring  those  present  by  their 
witness  through  music. 

Spiritual  Growth  Retreat  dates  were  announced  by  Mrs.  Phifer  Johnson: 
August  4-5  at  Camp  Grier  and  August  11-12  at  Glade  Valley;  the  women  present 
were  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  these  times  for  renewal. 

The  1973  Birthday  Objective  was  presented  with  enthusiasm  by  Mrs.  Jack 
Ramseur.   "Opportunity  Unlimited"  will  be  used  in  two  ways:   for  hunger  mobili- 
zation to  meet  desperate  needs  around  the  world  and  in  Amazon  Breakthrough, 
using  the  frontier  being  opened  by  the  new  Brazilian  highway  to  present  Christ. 

The  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  was  made  by  Mrs.  Leroy  Campbell, 
and  was  followed  by  the  presentation  of  the  objective  for  the  offering  to  be 
received  at  the  Second  Annual  Meeting.   Mrs.  Homer  Friday,  Jr.,  made  the  pre- 
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sentation  and  gave  thanks  for  its  use  as  part  of  the  Scholarship  Fund  used  to 
help  college  student  recipients  from  the  Presbytery. 

Leadership  and  Resources  Chairman,  Mrs.  B.  I.  Alexander,  invited  the  women 
to  take  advantage  of  further  learning  through  displays  set  up  for  optional  view- 
ing after  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  with  prayer. 
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SECOND  SESSION  OF  SECOND  ANNUAL  MEETING 


Following  a  delicious  supper  and  the  expression  of  thanks  through  singing 
the  Doxology,  the  second  session  of  the  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Women  of 
the  Church  of  the  Presbytery  of  Concord  was  called  to  order  by  the  president, 
Mrs.  John  W.  McQueen,  on  April  4,  1973.   The  setting  for  the  festive  occasion 
was  the  Fellowship  Hall  of  Gastonia's  First  Presbyterian  Church;  memorial  flowers 
given  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  Albert  McClure  and  the  Rev.  John  Wilson  added  to  the 
beauty  of  the  hall.   A  cordial  welcome  was  expressed  by  Mrs.  Ben  Drake,  presi- 
dent of  the  hostess  church.   Attendance  was  determined  by  Area  Chairmen  who 
called  the  roll  of  each  Area,  and  a  total  count  of  two  hundred  was  recorded. 
Miss  Elizabeth  Phillips  presented  the  budget  which  had  been  adopted  by  the  Council. 

The  Rev.  Ralph  Underwood  told  of  exciting  opportunities  awaiting  the  new 
Presbytery  of  Concord  with  its  36,000  members,  and  of  greater  praticipation  in 
its  decision-making  by  means  of  the  seven  Task  Forces. 

Mrs.  Cone  McPherson,  Synodical  President,  reviewed  the  Presbyterian  form 
of  government  and  explained  major  changes  taking  place  in  women's  work  on  the 
Assembly  and  Synod  level.   Presbyteries  will  continue  to  support  the  Synodical 
Training  Schools  and  Mission  Court  in  Richmond.   In  1974  the  theme  study  will  be 
"The  Promise  of  the  New"  with  excerpts  from  the  book  of  the  Revelation.   She 
concluded  by  saying:   "With  all  these  changes,  there  is  one  thing  that  never 
changes  -  the  mission  of  the  church!" 

Members  of  the  Council  were  recognized. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Witherspoon  introduced  the  special  guests  on  the  program: 
Loretta  Porter  and  Walter  Muller  who  shared  the  Good  News  in  music,  and  the  Rev. 
Jule  Spach,  soon  to  return  as  a  missionary  to  Brazil.   Mr.  Spach  communicated 
with  great  effectiveness  "the  new  spiritual  breeze  blowing",  sharing  illustra- 
tions of  visible  signs  that  God  is  at  work  among  us. 

Dates  of  events  to  strengthen  personal  faith  and  family  life  were  given  by 
Mrs.  Phifer  Johnson.   The  Birthday  Objective  was  announced  by  Mrs.  Jack  Ramseur, 
who  set  the  goal  of  tripling  last  year's  gift.   The  Nominating  Committee  report 
was  given  by  Mrs.  Leroy  Campbell  who  introduced  the  new  officers  and  asked  those 
present  to  furnish  the  Nominating  Committee  with  names  of  capable  leaders.   Mrs. 
B.  I.  Alexander  told  of  displays  and  persons  who  would  be  available  following 
the  meeting  with  information  about  Presbytery's  four  institutions:   Lees-McRae 
College,  Glade  Valley  School,  Grandfather  Home  for  Children  and  Cannon  Memorial 
Hospital . 

The  session  was  closed  with  prayer. 
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THIRD  SESSION  OF  THE  SECOND  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Meeting  in  the  beautiful  sanctuary  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Gastonia,  250  women  of  the  Presbytery  of  Concord  gathered  for  the  final  session 
of  their  Second  Annual  Meeting  on  April  5,  1973.   Following  an  organ  prelude, 
the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Mrs.  John  W.  McQueen  and  the  mood  was  set 
with  the  singing  of  "Now  Thank  We  all  Our  God".   Warm  greetings  were  extended 
by  Mrs.  Ben  Drake,  and  Areas  were  recognized  by  standing. 

The  finance  report  and  budget  for  the  coming  year  were  presented  by  the 
treasurer,  Miss  Elizabeth  Phillips.  Upon  her  motion,  seconded  by  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Witherspoon,  the  budget  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Ralph  Underwood  spoke  of  the  Presbytery's  restructure,  defining 
freedom  as  "the  right  to  participate  in  decision-making  in  everything  that 
affects  my  life." 

Mrs.  Joseph  Marley,  Synodical  Secretary,  and  the  Synodical  President, 
Mrs.  Cone  McPherson,  were  introduced.   Mrs.  McQueen  recognized  Mrs.  J.  S.  Evans 
who  called  "Help!  —  please  send  me  80  histories!",  and  Mrs.  David  Downs  who  is 
Chairman  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee. 

The  women  were  led  in  singing  "Amazing  Grace"  and  "Break  Forth  Into  Joy" 
by  Loretta  Porter  and  Walter  Muller  who  concluded  their  musical  testimony  with 
a  fine  arrangement  of  Psalm  100.   Mrs.  Witherspoon  introduced  the  keynote 
speaker,  the  Rev.  Jule  Spach,  whose  countenance  and  message  testified  to  the 
Good  News  that  he  challenged  those  present  to  share. 

Dates  for  renewal  were  announced  by  Mrs.  Phifer  Johnson,  and  Mrs.  John 
Dearman  told  of  the  Marriage  and  Family  Enrichment  Seminar  set  for  October  19-21, 
An  invitation  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  at  the  First  Presbyterian

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 
1972-1973 


The  year  has  been  one  of  challenging  changes  in  organization,  membership 
and  program.   The  Council  of  the  Women  of  the  Church  of  the  Presbytery,  formed 
from  representatives  of  the  three  united  Presbyteries,  has  given  dedicated  and 
efficient  leadership  to  the  women  of  164  churches.   As  of  July  1,  1973,  that 
number  will  grow  to  181  with  the  addition  of  churches  being  transferred  from 
Holston  Presbytery  to  Concord.   Presidents  from  these  new  churches  have  been 
welcomed  into  our  fellowship,  and  we  look  forward  to  our  work  and  worship 
together. 

Area  Training  Schools,  held  on  consecutive  Sunday  afternoons,  reached 
857  women  with  the  total  program  to  be  followed  for  the  year,  and  149  attended 
two  overnight  Spiritual  Retreats  in  August.   The  Marriage  and  Family  Enrich- 
ment Seminar   held  at  Montreat  served  3  3  young  couples  and  was  outstandingly 
successful  in  achieving  its  objectives  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  William 
Oglesby  of  Union  Seminary.   Eight  scholarships  of  $350  each  have  assisted 
college  young  people,  and  the  Birthday  Offering  total  was   $13,741.78.   An 
offering  of  $390.59,  received  at  the  First  Annual  Meeting,  has  been  used  to 
furnish  a  lounge  for  the  women  employees  in  the  new  offices  now  occupied  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Concord  staff  at  Barium  Springs,  N.  C. 

Reports  from  local  groups  indicate  that  great  emphasis  has  been  given 
to  community  services.   Many  women  have  been  given  the  opportunity  of  ser- 
vice through  Sessions  and  Diaconates,  the  number  reported  as  117.   The  plan 
initiated  this  year  of  having  Program  Representatives  in  each  of  the  seven 
Areas  for  each  of  the  Program  Chairmen  in  the  Presbytery  has  been  helpful 
to  local  groups. 

Of  great  significance  is  the  fact  that  women  have  been  nominated  and 
elected  by  Presbytery  to  every  Committee  and  Task  Force  of  the  new  organi- 
zational structure  which  became  effective  on  March  6,  1973,  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Concord.   We  are  grateful  for  this  new  opportunity  to  use  our  skills 
in  serving  our  Lord  and  making  His  love  known  to  the  world.

The  Presbyterial  Chairmen  led  three  of 
the  Discovery  Groups  at  the  seven  Area  Help-Shops  and  assisted  the  other  four 
Area  Representatives  with  information  and  mimeographed  sheets  of  plans  and  sug- 
gestions.  81  Local  Chairmen  attended  these  Workshops. 

Also  in  the  Fall,  eight  Groups  in  different  geographical  areas  met  to- 
gether in  preparation  for  the  Evangelism  thrust  that  was  to  begin  throughout 
our  Church  with  the  Special  Witness  Season.

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AREA  CHAIRMEN  REPORTS 

The  Leadership  Training  School  for  Area  I  was  held  September  24th,  1972 
at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Winston-Salem.   Of  the  15  active  churches, 
(18  total)  in  Area  One,  12  were  represented  at  this  meeting,  with  a  total  of 
80  in  attendance.   There  were  10  local  presidents  and  3  presbyterial  Council 
members  present.   The  Discovery  groups,  led  by  the  Area  Representatives,  were 
very  well  administrated  and  many  good  reports  were  received  from  those  attending. 

As  Area  Chairman,  I  have  visited  seven  churches,  speaking  several  times 
to  the  women,  and  I  have  found  the  women  to  be  eager  and  receptive  to  their 
calling.   It  is  evident  that  the  ever  present  problem  of  communication  and 
motivation  continues  in  all  churches.   Many  of  the  women  are  seeking  to  know 
Jesus  Christ  in  a  personal  way  that  they  have  not  experienced  before,  and  have 
been  participating  in  prayer  groups.   Two  churches,  in  particular,  have  several 
groups  meeting  on  different  days  in  order  that  their  women  can  find  a  group 
that  fits  into  her  time  schedule,  as  well  as  fulfilling  her  individual  needs. 
I  have  been  able  to  observe  many  who  attend  these  groups ,  and  I  can  see  these 
women  change  from  a  life  of  frustration  to  a  life  of  peace  and  joy. 

All  Area  Representatives  have  kept  in  contact  with  the  local  Program  Chair- 
men, and  two  of  them  have  invited  the  local  chairmen  to  their  homes  for  mini- 
retreats  (morning  coffee)  to  share  together  their  successes  as  well  as  their 
problems.   A  similar  2  hour  period  was  held  last  fall  for  the  Presidents.   Each 
one  attending  was  given  an  opportunity  to  search  out  the  purpose  of  Key  '73  and 
to  look  at  themselves  in  the  light  of  that  purpose,  that  is,  "proclaiming  the 
Good  News  of  Jesus  Christ."

Area  I 

All  19  of  the  churches  with  organized  women's  work  in  Area  II  were  repre- 
sented at  the  Area  Training  School  September  17,  1972  at  Thyatira  Church.  The 
attendance  totaled  127.  Three  of  the  Area  Representatives  conducted  Discovery 
Groups  and  the  fourth  assisted  the  Presbyterial  Chairman.  The  response  of  the 
women  was  most  enthusiastic. 

The  chairman  has  had  personal  contact  with  the  local  presidents  through 
telephone  and  letters  and  she  has  visited  eight  of  the  churches.   She  has 
attended  all  but  one  of  the  Council  meetings.   She  has  invited  the  local  presi- 
dents to  a  meeting  March  1,  1973  at  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Lexington.

Area  II 

Area  III  met  for  its  Training  School  on  Sunday  afternoon,  October  1  at 
McKinnon  Presbyterian  Church  in  Concord.   15  3  women  were  in  attendance  with 
18  of  the  19  churches  in  our  area  represented;  17  local  presidents  were  present. 
Each  local  President  was  asked  to  evaluate  the  Area  meeting  and  send  in  a  re- 
port to  the  Area  Chairman.   Many  commented  that  this  was  just  the  kind  of 
training  meeting  we  needed.   Many  felt  for  the  first  time  they  had  some  concrete 
ideas  to  carry  home  and  put  into  action.   It  was  also  the  consensus  of  the  group 
that  the  sharing  time  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  was  an  excellent  idea  as  all 
got  a  summary  of  the  high  points  of  each  group. 
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As  Area  Chairman  I  have  visited  with  local  groups,  participated  in  in- 
stallation services,  shared  a  filmstrip  on  "The  Least  Coin"  with  all  inter- 
ested groups.   I  have  met  with  each  local  President  in  this  Area  and  plan 
to  call  a  meeting  to  discuss  ideas  from  the  Council  meeting  and  make  plans 
for  the  Annual  Meeting.   I  have  kept  in  touch  with  local  presidents  through 
correspondence  and  phone  calls  and  visits  and  have  tried  to  keep  them  in- 
formed of  all  information  and  events  as  they  have  been  made  known  to  me .   I 
have  kept  in  touch  with  my  Area  Program  Representatives  and  I  have  attended 
all  Council  meetings,  Synodical  Weekend  Conference,  and  the  Spiritual  Growth 
Retreat  at  Camp  Grier.

Area  III 

Seventy-one  women  of  the  20  churches  of  Area  IV  attended  the  Area  Train- 
ing School  at  Lincolnton  First  Church  on  September  17.   Mrs.  A.  L.  Tait,  Area 
Chairman,  was  forced  by  ill  health  to  retire,  and  Mrs.  John  Watkins  of  States- 
ville  was  asked  by  the  Presbyterial  President  to  fill  out  Mrs.  Tait's  term 
and  remain  as  Chairman  for  1974-75.   Under  Mrs.  Watkin's  leadership,  local 
Presidents  are  being  kept  informed  through  letters  and  personal  contact,  and 
Area  Program  Representatives  are  at  work.

Area  V,  Women  of  the  Church,  Concord  Presbytery,  consists  of  23  churches, 
all  of  which  have  active  Women  of  Church  organizations.   Due  to  the  fact  that 
nearly  all  of  the  presidents  of  these  groups  can  be  reached  by  telephone,  I 
have  been  able  to  keep  in  close  touch  and  the  response  has  been  good.   Two 
members  of  the  Presbyterial  Council  are  also  in  our  area,  which  has  been  an 
asset. 

Approximately  seventeen  women  from  our  area  attended  the  Synodical  Train- 
ing School  at  Montreat,  most  of  these  going  up  for  one  day  only,  and  several 
attended  the  Weekend  Conference  in  June. 

I  regret  that  I  have  not  visited  more  with  local  groups.   To  date,  I 
have  only  met  with  four  Women  of  Church  organizations ,  and  was  unable  to  at- 
tend another.   However,  I  have  received  quite  a  few  calls  from  the  women  from 
time  to  time  asking  for  information  and  advice. 

Several  meetings  were  held  in  my  home  prior  to  the  Area  Training  School 
in  September,  one  of  which  was  a  get-together  of  discovery  group  leaders  and 
Area  Representatives  from  Area  IV  &  V  to  plan  the  conference,  and  the  other 
meetings  were  with  local  presidents.   The  Training  School  was  a  great  success, 
with  approximately  250  women  present,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  many  and  count- 
less prayers.   There  were  also  six  presbyterial  officers  with  us,  and  all 
local  presidents,  incoming  and  outgoing,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two. 
So  many  of  the  women  have  been  enthusiastic  agout  the  program.   The  group 
leaders  did  a  wonderful  job,  for  which  we  are  most  grateful,  and  the  local 
presidents  brought  the  women  out.   Every  church  was  represented. 

One  project  that  we  hope  will  stimulate  interest  in  the  area  is  "Meals 
On  Wheels"  for  the  elderly  shut-ins.   It  has  been  started  by  the  Christian 
Community  Action  Chairman  at  Gastonia  First,  and  we  hope  the  local  churches 
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will  take  it  on,  either  by  carrying  meals  to  the  homes  or  bringing  their  own 
people  to  a  central  location  in  the  various  communities. 

All  in  all,  this  has  been  a  good  year  for  Area  V,  with  the  hope  that 
next  year  will  bring  more  frequent  contact  with  local  Churches.

This  year  has  meant  much  to  me  as  Area  VI  Chairman.   I  am  glad  I  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  know  the  women  and  for  the  most  part  they  have  been  very  co- 
operative.  There  were  some  churches  that  we  were  hoping  would  get  involved 
but  we  have  not  been  able  to  get  help  from  them. 

I  have  attended  all  the  Council  meetings  and  passed  on  to  the  local  presi- 
dents information  that  would  be  helpful  to  them.   Many  letters  have  been  writ- 
ten. 

In  August  I  invited  the  local  Presidents  and  Program  Chairmen  to  my  home 
for  a  planning  session  and  fellowship,  and  was  pleased  with  the  number  who  came. 

Our  Area  Training  School  held  on  October  1  in  the  Rutherford  Presbyterian 
Church  was  attended  by  105  and  was  a  helpful,  informative  and  worshipful  time. 
I  was  glad  we  could  have  our  own  Elizabeth  Phillips  to  meet  with  the  Treasur- 
ers.  The  three  that  attended  from  the  Presbyterial  Council  were  Mrs.  A.  R. 
Craig,  Miss  Elizabeth  Phillips,  and  Mrs.  Charles  Sasser. 

Some  invitations  have  come  to  me  from  the  local  churches  and  I  have  taught 
the  Bible  study  in  a  few  churches.

Area  VI 

This  has  been  a  very  encouraging  year  in  Area  VII.   The  women  have  shown 
a  renewed  interest  in  many  of  the  churches.   They  have  been  anxious  to  learn 
what  is  expected  in  the  new  Presbytery  and  have  been  cooperative  in  carrying 
out  plans  made  at  Area  Training  School  at  Mt.  Jefferson  in  September. 

Four  letters  and  one  car5  have  been  sent  to  each  local  group  by  the 
chairman  and  many  individual  letters  have  been  written,  in  answer  to  requests 
for  assistance.   Also,  there  have  been  frequent  telephone  conversations  with 
local  presidents,  making  plans  for  their  work.   I  have  been  in  six  of  the 
churches,  teaching  and  speaking,  or  just  talking  with  the  women.   I  attended 
both  Retreats,  taking  part  in  both,  and  have  attended  all  Council  and  planning 
meetings. 

Our  Area  Training  School  was  a  wonderful  experience;  80  attended  and  much 
enthusiasm  was  evident;  12  out  of  17  churches  were  represented,  which  is  good 
considering  geographical  size  in  our  area. 

Many  projects  of  service  to  churches  and  communities  have  been  engaged 
in  this  year.   Growing  out  of  the  concern  of  one  circle,  a  very  active  pro- 
gram for  the  young  people  has  been  developed.   They  have  had  enthusiastic 
cooperation  in  starting  a  recreation  program  in  their  room  in  the  basement 
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of  the  church;  they  worked  hard  to  decorate  and  equip  the  room.   They  are 
setting  up  a  library  now  for  the  church.   They  also  help  with  the  coffee 
hour  before  church  on  Sunday  mornings,  and  they  have  a  fine  new  Youth  Choir, 
directed  by  one  of  the  young  women  who  was  not  involved  in  the  church's  life 
before  this  project  began. 

In  another  church,  in  the  mountains  where  weather  is  so  uncertain,  the 
women  decided  to  have  their  Witness  Season  in  the  fall;  they  hac1.  a  week  of 
prayer  services  in  the  homes;  closing  the  week  of  prayer  they  had  a  congre- 
gational dinner  with  a  missionary  speaker.   They  reported  that  their  atten- 
dance, interest,  and  offering  was  the  best  they  had  had  in  some  years.   I 
felt  this  effort  on  their  part  showed  real  concern  that  their  Witness  Season 
be  a  real  success.
